WHAT SORT OF TRH MPH FOR LODGE? 
After Henry Cabot led ge's stunning victory 
in New Hampshire, it would be foilhardy to scoff 
at the pulling power of the Lodge name, at least 
in northern New England. Even so. it is difficult 
I to imagine Henry Cabot Lodge as being anything 
more than a Favorite Son candidate for the Re­ 
publican Presidential nomination. 
What, precisely, has Lodge got going for him 
as a result of the New Hampshire primary? His 
supporters, seeking the most telling analogy, point 
to Ike Eisenhower's big G ianite State Victory 
over Bob Taft in 1952. a victory which Lodge 
himself managed. But there is also the R etain er 
analogy. Where Eisenhower went on to sweep the 
nation, Estes R etain er couldn’t translate a New 
Hampshire primary Ancress into acceptance by the 
Democratic Party for first place on its national 
ticket. 
Ike. who was, in a way. an American procon­ 
sul < NATO-style >, came home from France to 
accept the sort of Ttiumph that the Romans ac­ 
corded their victorious proconsuls. But Ix x ig c, as 
our proconsul in South Vietnam, would find it 
hard to rash in politically on the institution of 
the Triumph. One cannot doubt Lodge's an ti­ 
comm unist earnestness and integrity after 
h y 
first-rate performance as U. S. Ambassador to 
the UN. but in South Vietnam he has associated 
himself willingly with a Democratic policy that 
has yet to prove itself. If he were to return seek­ 
ing a Triumph, there would be snickers. "Tri- 
umnh for w hat?" He could not offer himself as 
part of a Roman success on the fringes of empire. 
I for there has been no success. On the other hand. 
he is not in a position to criticize the Rennedy- 
Johnson record in South Vietnam, for he has been 
a hone-and-marrow contributor t i it. 
The trouble with the Ixidge candidacy is that 
if it were to succeed, it would tend to rob the 
Republicans of their only effective 1964 issue.

TRICENTENNIAL FAIR 
There is a particular reason for having 
the New York World’s Fair in 1964. It was 
just 300 years ago—on Sept. S, 1664— that 
two British warships anchored in New York 
harbor and compelled the settlem ent’s own­ 
ers, the Dutch, to surrender it. 
The invaders little knew that they were 
gaining what would become one of the 
greatest cities in the world. Nor had they 
any notion that something over a century 
later the British would lose the new terri­ 
tory, as well as all other North American 
possessions south of Canada.

How much earlier than 1664 there had 
been a town on the present site of New 
Yol k is not prec isely know n.

In 1624 the Dutch bought Manhattan 
from the Indians for SLM worth of beads 
and blankets. And by 1653 the town’s IJ HK) 
residents gained self-government from the 
controlling Dutch West India Co. 


REFUGE OF WEAK MINDS 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge is reputed to 
have said, “Experience informs that the 
first defense of weak minds is to incrim­ 
inate.’’ This observation offers no little in­ 
sight into an attitude that plagues Ameri­ 
can society today. 
There is in this country a tradition of ra­ 
tional discourse, of temperate discussion 
and weighing of issues. 
In recent years 
that tradition has been weakened by a 
tendency to regard debate as combat rather 
than as a marshaling of arguments for and 
against a proposition.

ANSWER: It sounds to nit* as though the 
adolescent's fanatical pride in independence 
has got him into a tv pica! teen-aged hind. 
On the one hand this crazy teen-age pride ma> 
he commanding him to choose his college without 
any help from von. 
On the other hand, his sense 
of reality insists that your judgm ent of the com­ 
parative advantages of these schools is more re ­ 
liable than his 
So he’s immobilized. 
If he lets 
von help, his pride will torture him with accusa­ 
tions of babyish dependence. 
If he doesn’t let you 
help, he may choose the wrong school Under such ji 
circumstances you can see how inaction would he 
the tempting solution 
Maybe you can free him into action bv offer­ 
ing to trave, to these towns with him hut leaving 
the actual visits to the schools lip to him. 
If he 
can he reassured that your judgment will be avail­ 
able to him if he needs it, von may be able to re­ 
duce his fear of exercising his own 
"It is the absoluteness of the adolescent’s claim 
to indenendence that is the chief cause of his 
anxiety.” 
This statem ent bv Dr. Jack L Rubins, past

T me. for example, has been linable to prov ide 
your box with the experience which the rest of us 
must acquire to develop trust in our judgment 
For people of this most arrogant see self-confi­ 
dence must he absolute 
They must never hesi­ 
tate. 
Unfortunately, no human Heine can pro­ 
duce perfect certainty. 
So our teen-ager lives in 
a state of chronic sclf-dissatisfaetion. 
He ex­ 
presses it in many ways including the refusal to 
make anv move that might expose his limitations.
